CHA tries to allay cat-n00 concerns

arkallen residents living near 
pi: city’s notorious cat house 
fear the feces-filled building is 
a health hazard and are angry that 
they’re getting little information 
about the building's fate. 

Lorna Stefanick, who lives 
across the street from the cat 
house, says residents are receiving 
mixed messages about the safety 
of the boarded-up home. 

“What we're getting, as neigh- 
bors, is this incredible paternalis- 
tic attitude: ‘Oh don’t worry, it’ll be 
fine — it’s just cat poo.’” said 
Stefanick. “If there is no health 
risk, why does nobody walk into 
that house without complete pro- 
tective garb and masks, and why 
do they hose themselves down 
with bleach when they come out?” 

Three weeks ago when SPCA 
officials removed a colony of 200 
cats — more than half of them 
dead — and destroyed 83 cats 
found living in the house. The ani- 
mals were suffering a range of dis- 
eases, including leukemia, feline 
immunodeficiency disease — the 
cat equivalent of AIDS — and 
feline infectious peritonitis and 
were put down. SPCA workers, 
wearing coveralls, gloves and 
masks, packed cat carcasses found 
at the home into hazardous-waste 
containers. The bodies were incin- 
erated at the SPCA offices. 

The residents of the home, sis- 
ters Lucy and Anne Abolins and 
their mother, Victoria, were evict- 
ed from a second home near Mill 
Creek several days later when 
their new landlord discovered the 
three were keeping more cats at 
that home. Mental health officials 
believe the three suffer from a 
mental disorder known as Squalor 
Syndrome. The whereabouts of the 
women is unknown at present. 

Regardless of the whereabouts 
of the elderly women, area resi- 
dents are concerned for their own 
safety. Some feel that the house, 
dark and boarded up with cat 
feces simmering inside, is a perfect 
incubator for bacteria and disease. 

“Every minute it exists it is a 
health hazard, as far as I’m con- 
cerned,” said Roger Simms, execu- 
tive director of the Edmonton 
SPCA. Simms should have a strong

“It takes you aback — you are 
aghast. It overpowers you, the 
toxic fumes,” he said. 

On Tuesday, the Capital Health 
Authority ordered home owner 
Lynn Erbe to either clean up the 
house or tear it down within two 
weeks. Thomas Cooke, a lawyer 
who represents Erbe, said efforts 
are under way to have the house 
torn down at the landlord’s 
expense. His insurance company 
has refused a claim to cover those 
expenses. 

Simms feels the house ought to 
be torn down but imagines the job 
would differ from standard resi- 
dential demolitions. Parkallen resi- 
dents envision the house being 
tented in, with masked workers 
delicately dismantling the house 
piece by piece, to prevent the 
release of any airborne diseases. 

“There are no airborne diseases 
there,” said Ken Dong, an environ- 
mental health officer with the 
Capital Health Authority. He 
understands residents’ concerns 
about the home, acknowledging 
that there are likely “any number 
of bacteria in there and there may 
be the presence of viruses as well.” 

But at the same time, he’s confi- 
dent a contractor could simply 
jump into a bulldozer, knock the 
house down and cart away the 
debris. Clouds of dried feces 
wouldn't be a problem, Dong said. 

“I have thought about that and 
during a demolition, clouds of dust 
can occur, and we have requested 
that building inspectors ensure 
that the material be wetted down 
as it is being demolished, and this 
prevents clouds from forming, so, 
at the very least, the amount of 
dust stirred up will be minimized.” 

He added that the ammonia gas 
filling the house — it’s a byproduct 
of the cat urine — wouldn't repre- 
sent a health hazard, 

“When this house is being 
demolished, for sure there will be 
smells and it will increase, but for 
a short period of time. We are hop- 
ing for a quick resolution to this 
just like anyone else.”

tried to force them to let doctors 
try and save their boy. The Duecks 
managed to fight them off until 
Tyrell’s cancer had spread to his 
lungs and become terminal, at 
which point the government, hav- 
ing nothing left to gain by winning, 
dropped the case. 

The Duecks then went off to the 
American Biologics clinic in 
Tijuana, Mexico, which specializes 
in herbal therapy and hucksterism 
and where the improbable claim 
was promptly made that the can- 
cer had not spread to Tyrell’s 
lungs after all. They sent Tyrell 
and his parents home in April, 
filled with hope and empty promis- 
es. The clinic’s belief is that no one 
has the right to tell another that he 
is going to die, not even a doctor. 


Just over a month later, Tyrell was 
dead, 

Once more, it is tempting to 
look for a place to lay down some 
blame. It is tempting to blame gov- 
ernment, which failed to save 
Tyrell. However, we know that 
they tried their best to save a boy 
who had been convinced he didn’t 
want saving. There is not much 
else we can expect from our gov- 
ermmments. 

It is far easier to blame the char- 
latan ‘doctors’ in Mexico, who 
lured the Dueck family with pro- 
mises of painless cures, all for the 
bargain price of $6,000 a week. 
And, by God, it is easiest by far to 
blame Tyrell’s parents and whatev- 
er diseased religious insanity 
prompted them to feed their boy 
peach pits and snake tooth while 
cancer destroyed his young body. 

But, no. We know we can’t 


blame them. These are people who 
watched their son die horribly, 
after all. They must be grieving. 
And it’s not like they are immoral 
people; they did what they did 
because they believed it was the 
right thing to do. They thought 
God would save their son. God and 
apricot seeds. No, you just can’t 
blame Tyrell’s parents. 

The hell I can’t. 

In this country, the only people 
who are not allowed to refuse 
treatment are the mentally impair- 
ed and children; a child’s night to 
choose gets passed on to his or her 
parents. But what happens when a 
child’s parents are misguided? 
What happens when a child’s par- 
ents believe that God will feed 
their children, or comb their hair, 
or set their broken bones, or 
excise their cancer? Well, we now 
know what happens. But what 





should happen? If Tyrell Dueck 
were around today, he would 
probably tell you his parents. have 
it all right and that God would save 
him or not, depending upon His 
will. He would probably say all of 
this, while desperately trying to 
ignore the pain coming from the 
cancerous bone growth which had 
been protruding above his knee — 
breaking the skin, in fact — since 


mid-April = 
We all know that Tyrell’s par- 
ents did not kill their son. A 


vicious strain of cancer did that. 
But if they had allowed their son 
to be treated by conventional med- 
ical methods, there is a good 
chance he would be alive today. If 
there is to be any justice found in 
this case, it rests in the hopes that 
Tyrell’s parents think about that 
fact and have trouble sleeping to 
the end of their days. 


Abortion columnist

he Disco Era has taken on a 
| Rae power in the ‘90s, 

plagued as we are by the social 
ills connected with our favorite 
vices. Back then, sex and drugs 
had just been liberated from the 
political baggage of the ‘60s to 
become truly recreational, and 
conspicuous consumption was just 
a celebration of the abundance of 
everything. People started having 
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lifestyles, comfortable in the 
knowledge that democracy had 
indeed triumphed and now, all that 
was left was to enjoy all the things 
money could buy. 

The '70s perpetuated another 
powerful symbol in our society. 
David Berkowitz is the perfect 
example. 

In the summer of 77, Berkowitz 
murdered more than a dozen peo- 
ple on the streets of New York, 
most of whom were couples he 
had found cuddling in their parked 
cars. 

After his arrest, he pleaded 
insanity, claiming he had been dri- 
ven to his crimes by his neighbor's 
dog, which was actually a 2,000- 
year-old demon named Sam. He's 
in the early stages of serving six 
consecutive life sentences for mur- 
der, which is to say no one 
believed him. 

Berkowitz and his ilk came to 
represent the ultimate failure of 
American culture, a blow that 
struck a country already reeling 
from the disillusionment of Water- 
gate and Vietnam. How, after all, 
could a model society still spawn 
human monsters who disrupt its 
hard-earned peace of mind and 
security? 

So it’s no coincidence that film- 
maker Spike Lee sets the Wayback 
Machine to the sweltering summer 
of ’77 in Summer of Sam. War is 
over, Nixon has been pardoned — 
there’s nothing left to do but live 
large. Until a deranged Toner starts 
blowing heads off for no reason. 

What makes Lee's film affecting 
is the evocation of a moral atmos- 
phere, a space where the self-satis- 
faction of the status quo is as per- 
vasive as dogshit on a city side- 
walk, and even though there’s too 
much of everything, it doesn’t 
seem to be enough. Racial ten- 
sions are as pervasive as the 
relentless humidity. 

The film follows a bunch of 
young Italian-Americans living it 
up in the Bronx. There’s Vinnie 
(John Leguizamo), the disco king 
and serial philanderer; his wife 
Dionna (Mira Sorvino), whom 
Vinnie feels too guilty to express 
his desires with; Joey T. (Michael 
Rispolo), the drug dealer and his 
retinue of moralizing hoods; Richie

There are other obtrusive flaw

should really do is go and pic 
them out yourself. 

Prepare to be mesmerized 
entertained, offended and, fina 
troubled.

the scene approximated any aver- 
age computer user’s experience 
with the Internet — i.e. glacial 
download times, error dialogue 
boxes and endless marketing 
ploys to interrupt the fun. 

All, however, is not lost. Dig 
deep enough and you can actually 
find one stereotypical but charm- 
ing romance. True, the premise for 
that relationship develops from the 
entirely unlikely pairing on 
Lookout Point between a high 
school guy who calls himself 
“Nova — short for Casanova,” and 
a university student studying 
“post-modern feminist thought,” 
but she teaches him enough to go 
out and fall in love with a girl from 
outside his narrow social mindset. 
It all ends happily, creating a feel- 
ing not unlike some of the more 
toned-down films the Weitzes saw 
as teens, such as The Breakfast 
Club. 

No generation will remember 
this film with such fondness. But if 
you do see American Pie, at least 
take comfort in the fact it has 
nothing at all to do with Don 
McLean’s smarmy tribute song of 
the same name.

Shakespeare Festival have had to 
move on to Plan B-and show 
Roman Polanski’s 1971 produc- 
tion of Macbeth indoors, at the 
New Varscona Theatre (10329-83 
Ave.).

Longtime Player Geoffrey 
Brumlik knew it wouldn’t be easy 
to squeeze The Tempest into an 
hour and 15 minutes, so he got a 
help from his friends — the cast. 

“They're all — Julien (Arnold), 
Ron (Pederson), Chris (Fass- 
bender), Dawn (Coulter) — all of 
them, very courageous performers. 
They all work in a really remark- 
able ensemble,” said Brumlik, who 
had a 2-1/2 week rehearsal period 
to pull the play together. 

Aside from the Chorus of Spirits 
played by Victoria Composite High 
School students, each cast mem- 
ber has at least two roles in the 
play; Julien Arnold plays both 
Prospero, the banished necro- 
mancer and Duke of Milan, and 
Calaban, a savage and deformed 
slave. The two characters contrast 
each other in every way, says 
Arnold 

“It’s pretty exhilarating. It made 
for an extremely intense rehear- 
sal,” said Arnold, another longtime 
Free Will-er.

Robert would give that advice, 
wouldn’t he?

But conflicts of 
interest aside, I have to say I agree 
with Robert. When it comes to 
major kink — and swinging is 
major — it’s best to meet like- 
minded pervs through like-minded 
perv organizations or at like-mind- 
ed perv bars or parties. At 
NASCA’s inevitable web site 
(www.nasca.com) you'll find list- 
ings for swing clubs all over the 
world.
